Dublin Lord Mayor Arrives Here 
In U. S. Tour to Boom Irish Goods 




With his right hand incapacitated be- 
cause of the pressure of clasps of thou- 
sands of countrymen who feted him 
in New York, the lord mayor of Dub- 
lin, Ire., the Rt. Hon. Alfred BjTne. 
reached Boston last night on a good- 
will tour calculated to stimulate Ameri- 
cans to make greater purchases of Irish- 
made goods. 

During a stay of stveral days as the 
guest of Walter Croft of the Croft Ale 
Company, the lord mayor will make 
formal calls on Gov. Curley and Mayor 
Mansfield and is hJTpcfnl of meeting 
Cardinal O'Coimell. He will gratify a 
lifelong ambition by touring the his- 
torical shrines in Greater Boston. 

One of the outstanding of Irish 
political leaders who can boast of only 
one defeat in 19 campaigns for elec- 
tive offices, the lord mayor, serving his 
fifth successive one-year term, has 
represented a Dublin constituency in 
the House of Commons and in both 
branches of the Irish government. His 
sole defeat was as a candidate for 
Parliament on a platform opposing the 
Irish demand for "abstention" from 
participation in the British government. 

At the Back Bay station, where the 
lord mayor with p. T. Kelly, Dublin In- 
surance man and his traveling com- 
panion, arrived at 9:40 P. M., he was 
welcomed by Mr. and Mrs. Croft and 
their grandson. Walter Croft, 3d, P. 
Galway Foley, Irish Free State consul, 
and Brendan O'Riordan. acting consul 
while Foley is on official leave. 

A police motorcycle detail escorted 
the party to the Copley-Plaza Hotel, 
where the lord mayor was found to be 
wearing the insignia of his office — a 
gold chain, of an estimated value of 
$50,000, which has been handed down 
by lord mayors since 1697. Attached 
to the chain is the symbol Indicating 
that he has been knighted as a Knight 
of the Grand Cross of St. Sylvester. 



Though the lord mayor looks older, 
he declared that he observed his 53d 
birthday March 14. He has eight chil- 
dren, the eldest 22 and the youngest, a 
son of 6 months. 

In e.^planation of the use of his left 
hand in greeting newspaper men, the 
lord mayor explained that his right 
hand is virtually useless and that he 
had removed the bandage which covered 
it as the train entered the Back Bay 
station. 

He expre.ssed satisfaction at visiting 
Boston, which he has always been told 
is "the second home of the Irish," and 
declared his visit is for the purpose of 
narrowing the disproporinate margin 
between the $10,000,000 of American 
goods purchased yearly by Ireland and 
the $600,000 sales of Irish goods to the 
United States. 

"The dlHerence is too great," he said, 
"and I hope to be able to stimulate 
Americans to buy Irish goods of a kind 
not produced in American factories." 
Today there are 140.000 unemployed 
in Ireland. "I suppose," he said to re- 
porters, "that you all have a ticket on 
the Irish sweepstakes in your pockets. 
If you haven't ycu should have." He 
voiced pride that Ireland has acquired 
the best hospitals in the world from the 
profits of the sweeps and predicted that 
when an adequate number of hospitals 
are erected there will be research 
laboratories available to students from 
the entire world and endowments of 
adequate size to insure perpetual main- 
tenance of hospitals. 

Today the lord m.ayor will visit 
Maj-cr Mansfield at 10:30 A. M. At noon ] 
■ he will meet the mayors of Greater 
{ Boston cities at a luncheon at the Croft 
I brewery. Tonight he will deliver a radio 
i talk. Tomorrow he will attend mass and 
Ep;nd the rest of the day sightseeing. 
His appointment to meet Gov. Curley 
will take him to the State House Tues-

Torphy Case Likened to Kaplan on

Gov. Curley's attention has been 
called to an instance In which he^ is 
alleged to have ignored the constitu- 
tional objections to appointing an in- 
dividual to a public office while the new 
appointee already holds two commis- 
sions by executive appointment. 

This instance, he was informed, ap- 
plies to his recent appointment of Will- 
iam A. Torphy of Fall River to be 
special justice of the second Bristol dis- 
tinct court. The Governor's informant 
pointed out that Judge Torphy previ- 
ously held appointments as noury 
public and also as public administrator.

GOVERNOR WARNS 
PUBLIC ON JOKERS 

In the face of denials from the Gov- 
ernor's office, Representative Philip G. 
Bowker of Brookline last night insisted 
that an attempt at intimidation had 
been practiced on him by Richard D. 
Grant, secretary to Gov. Curley, for in- 
troducing a House order seeking the 
publication in a legislative document of 
all the testimony offered to the House 
rules committee on the order for an 
investigation of East Boston tunnel 
land takings and the purchase of bonds 
by the city of Boston between 1930 and 
1934. 

"I know Grant's voice," Bowker said, 
"and he called me on one of the House 
lobby telephones. He threatened to de- 
nounce me In a radio broadcast next 
Tuesday night if I do not withdraw the 
order. I propose to press the order. 
Publication of all the testimony is re- 
quired if the representatives are to be 
in position to vote intelligently on the 
order when it comes up for considera- 
tion." 

The Governor released a statement 
warning the public against "practical 
jokers" and the "unscrupulous ele- 
ments" who have been impersonating 
his secretaries in various rackets, The 
Governor's statement follows: 

It is an absolute impossibility for 
any individual in public office to pro- 
tect himself from the wiles and the 
schemes of either practical jokers or 
of the unscrupulous elements in a 
community. I have found it necessary 
while holding the office of mayor to 
issue a warning against practises that 
are altogether too common and not 
infrequently place a public officer in 
a most unfavorable light. 

My attention has been directed in 
the Ia.st twenty-four hours by three 
different firms in Boston to abuses 
that should not be permitted, and 
also I find that my secretaries are 
charged with soliciting favors of one 
kind or another without tlieir knowl- 
edge. There is no favor that either 
myself or my secretaries desire from 
any concern or indiridual in the 
commonwealth, and there is no favor 
that any concern or individual in the 
commonwealth can grant in order to 
secoi-e the fullest measure of justice. 
In other words, every citizen in the 
commonwealth is entitled to equal 
consideration without influenne, poli- 
tical or otherwise, and without being 
required to pay tribute, political or 
otherwise, and In the event that soli- 
citation is made to any individual or 
concern, I shall esteem it a favor if 
they will bring the same to the alten- 
tion of the Commissioner of Public 
Safety, Colonel Kirk, and also to the 
local police commissioner, as I think 
this h!Ls gone far enough. 
Grant himself personally denied that 
ie had talked with Bowker on the tde- 
ihone yesterday. He said he did not 
-^now that Bowker had introduced the 
[order at the time he was charged with 
'having attempted to intimidate him. He 
was in conference outside the State 
House at the time, he said. 

Bowker's order has been referred to 
the House committee on rules for con- 
sideration.

Grand hall, which will be one im- 
mense garden with various subdivisions, 
has been named "June in New Eng- 
land." It will be of educational value 
even to the expert horticulturalist. 
Under the balconies will be a great 
variety of exhibit.s, including the flr,it 
ever to be shown by the American Herb 
Society. The centre of Grand hall will 
be one glorious golden paradise of tall, 
graceful acacias from Great Hill, the 
Marion estate of Mrs, Galen L, Stone. 
Mrs. Theodore E. Brown of Milton Is 
presenting a formal garden on <,hc stage 
of Ihe hall, where she will exhibit the 
azaleas for which her estate is famous. 
The New England Wild Flower 
Preservation Society and the Ma.ssa- 
chusrtUs Audubon Society arc uniting 
in stiiBing a woodland scene surpassing 
any which has yet been displayed at an 
exhibition in New Enngland. Flowers of 
May, fern fronds gently unrolling, bright 
azaleas reflected in still pools, all v,ill 
make thi.s one of the greatest delights 
of the show. 

Tlie Garden Club Federation of 
Ma.ssachusetts ha.'s a magnificent dis- 
play. Included in this is a border plant- 
ing in a terraced garden: a detail of a 
garden such as may be found in New 
England; flower arrangements In niches 
and growing vines in pots.

Aquariums and terrariums will <x!cupy 
Ihe adjoining hall, and a great a.ssort- 
ment of other exhibits will be on view 
here.

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State House Briefs

Both branches of the Legislature probably will start holding daily ses- 
sions again next week. The House adopted an order to this effect yester- 
day, and the Senate Is expected to follow suit. Five sessions a week will be 
required to keep up with the many measures now being reported daily by 
the various committees. / 



Petitions for legislation to allow the 
commonwealth to take over the Boston 
Elevated Company by eminent domain 
will be aired Monday before the com- 
mittee on metropolitan aflfairs. 

The committee on state adminis- 
tration announces that "oiily opposi- 
tion will be heard" when it resumes 
the hearing Monday on the petition 
calling for repeal of the horse and 
dog racing act. 

Except for some routine business, the 
House devoted almost the entire two 
hours of yesterday's session to discus- 
sions of the appropriations bill. 

The bill exempting veterans of the 
Spanish war, the Philippine insurrection 
and the Chinese relief expedition from 
requirements of the civil service law 
was amended by the Senate to prohibit 
those veterans from being appointed 
under its terms to police or fire depart- 
ment positions. The amendment, of- 
fered by Senator Nicholson, was adopt- 
ed on a voice vote before the bill was 
ordered to a third reading. 

"Explain why a fire department 
should require permission to put out 
Arcs?" queried some of the members 
of the House when a bill authorizing 
the Lanesborough Volunteer Fire- 
men's Association, Inc, to extinguish 
fires came up for a reading yesterday. 
No objection was oflfered when they 
were told that as strange as it may 
sound, the Icgi.slation was necessary 
to permit the Lanesborough volun- 
teers to continue their fire-fighting. 
Volunteers must have authority to 
enter private property. 

It became quite apparent that the 
state board of tax appeals has few op- 
ponents. In any event, only one per- 
son appeared before the committee on 
state administration to .speak in favor , 
of the Governor's recommendation that 
the board be abolished. He was John 
J. Mullen of Saugus. The Governor 
was not represented. 

Taking the stand oppaslte Mullen's, 
scores of city and town officials from 
various parts of the commonwealth, as 
well as leaders of civic and real estate 
organization, appeared at the hearing 
in support of the board of tax appeals 
and urged the committee to reject any 
proposals which might affect it. 

Francis X. Hurley, former state au- 
ditor, and now a member of the board 
of tax appeals, sat back and seemed to 
enjoy the testimony that was offered 
the state administration committee. 

The GoKBUUUL. does not plan to visit 
his office today. It will be the first 
Saturday in three months that he will 
remain away from the State House — 
while in Boston.

Putui'e appointees to the Boston po- 
lice department would be required to be 
residents of Boston for at least two 
years under the terms of the bill of 
Senator Carroll which was passed to 
be engrossed by the Senate. 

Although Senator Henry Parkman, 
Jr., raised objections "because It 
would force the tax collectors to sell 
the property over the heads of the 
home owners," the measure prohibit- ; 
ing the arrest and commitment of [ 
home owners for the non-payment | 
of real estate taxes was ordered to . 
a third reading by the Senate, 

The House ways and means commlti 
tee had an executive session yesterdaj. 
but did not take a vote on the bill au' 
thorizing the commonwealth to pur- 
chase land on Cape Cod for a national 
guard camp. Several members of the 
committee hope to have the matter 
acted upon early next week. They mo- 
tored to Bourne yesterday afternoon to 
inspect the proposed site. 

The measure permitting the transfer 
of so-called "bad actors" from Concord 
reformatory to state prison was passed 
to be engrossed by the Senate. 

Richard K. Conant, commissioner 
of public welfare, informed Repre- 
sentative Thomas P. Dillon of Cam- 
bridge, a member of the legislative 
committee on pnblic welfare, that 
under the present laws, his depart- 
ment is not allowed to witlihuld state 
subsidies from communities not giv- 
ini' adequate welfare assistance, as 
Dillon siMTgested, 

Commissioner Conant agreed with 
■Dillon that there is danger of under- 
nourishment among the children, lead- 
ing to disease in those cities and towns 
that are giving inadequate welfare al- 
lowances, but pointed out that legisla- 
tion is needed to correct the situation. 



Leo E. Mullin, Quincy's acting mayor, 
paid a short visit to the State Hoiose 
to discuss some legal points with Fred- 
eric W. Cook, secretary of state.

In expanding the stale's prison facili-

for the incarceration of long-term con- 
victs who are not amenable to ordinary 
measures of discipline. This prison he 
would reserve for those requiring only 
the severest measures of punishment 
and for whom hope of rehabilitation 
had been abandoned.

be built in Norwood. The extra 3 '/a per 
cent, which will exceed, according to ex- 
pectations, $600,000. will be donated lo 
the State, as soon as the out-of-pocket dis- 
bursements have been recovered, for the 
S benefit of State controlled' charities. 
This development i.s the result of a 
consolidation within the pa.st few hours 
of the Norwood and Kast Boston group* 
of promoter.s. The tinny of the Norwood 
brief opened the way for the negotia- 
tions whicli are now coming to a rapid 
conclusion.

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For years the supremacy of New Enjrland textiles was in the hands of the descendants of the early pioneer 
Yankees ^^ho plowed the land and tilled the soil. These tugged Yankees, as early as i&lL built small cotton and 
woolen factories, and their children followed the clattering loom and the hum of the spmdles. They produced cloth 
which found its way to every corner of the globe. 

It was about the time of the Civil War that these small factories were developed into larger mills In their 
prosperity these broad-minded Yankees built up our cities and towns. Each community was the beneficiary ot 
their abundance. 

In mmiv of our City Halls and Town Halls today are the painted portraits of these men~tlie first citizens of 
a proud past: They xsere big men in every way-physically, mentally and spiritually. In each community they 
were models of character. Their wives were models of womanhood. 

Workmen's Compensation Laws were unnecessary in those days. The manufacturers felt and recognized 
their moral obligations of trusteeship of their wealth. They endowed Churches Hospitals Libraries High Schools 
and Town Halls. Without ostentation they attested their high sense of duty, ^ew England was happy m those 
days. It had a sincerely religious atmosphere. 

Following years of prosperity, during which many New England plants developed into large industries, 
clever business men conceived the idea of organizing large corporations. They went «"*/« .^^'"P^*fJ'5>;^^^ T. 
Worid and found that right here in our own Country, in the Southern states, there was feitde ffi«"J«/»» ^he 
establishment of mills, in States where labor was unorganized and where human toil could be purchased toi » song. 
Finding that it was impossible to compete with the South in everything except in the production of fine goods, 
many New England plants moved to the Southern States, only to find that the Southerners themselves weie bmld- 
k.g their mvn mills and filling them with cheap labor. In a comparatively short time New England was fanly 
stripped of its textile machinery, and its source of wealth left for the South, never to return. 

Anyone who imagines that New England must not arouse itself to great pioneering efforts to reconstruct ouir 
selves industrrally, certainly deserves sympathy. There is a hard fight ahead to retain what remnant of mills 
that are still in operation. 

There is only one way, and that is to compel by force of law in the spirit of the New Deal equal minimum 
wage for labor in the different grades of textile employment. 

There must be no differentials between the North and the South in skilled or unskilled labor in the textile 
work. Commerce is inter-State, and not local. 

His Excellency, the Governor, with his characteristic aggressiveness, has f.aken the initiative by calling the

Transfer of 400 prisoners at Con- 
cord, Norfolk and Charlestown, as 
well as immediate and prompt action 
for the erection of a new State Prison 
for "Public Enemies" on Penikcsc 
Island off New Bedford, or a similar 
water-bound site, was recommended 
last night to Governor Curlcy by 
Lewis Parkhurst, of Winchester, 
former State Senator. 
In a supplementary report of a survey 
which he conducted at 'the request of 
the Governor, former Senator Park- 
hurst protested that there were 50 pris- 
oners at Norfolk who never should have 
been sent there, and urged their trans- 
fer to Charlestown. 

"On or before April 13, one of the new 
dormitories at Norfolk will be ready 
for use," he said. "I would then send 
JOO men from Concord to Norfolk; 160 
from Charlestown to Concord, and 50 
from Norfolk to Charlestown. 

"On or before June 1, another dormi- 
tory will be ready, and a third by July 
1, when similar transfers should be 
niadf, according to conditions cxistinK 
at that time— all these to be made by 
the Department of Correction without 
the aid and advice of avaricious lawyers 
and meddlesome politicians," stated the 
"Winchester penologist. 

He in.'isted that work should t>e start- 
ed immediately for the oonstruction of 
a new $7,')0,000 receiving building, so 
that it might be ready for occupancy 
by Nov. 1; that a K.iXW.CXi island prison 
be started as soon as a site can be se- 
lected, and that additions co.'ting f200,000 
be started at Concord as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Explains Financing 
The $3,950,000 building programme 
could be carried out with money to be 
obtained through the sale of the 
Charlestown prison site, estimated at 
$336,000; the $2,TS0. 712.06 in revenue from 
prison-made goods in the last 20 years, 
and a bond issue of $813,38S. he said, 
pointing out that the PWA might well 
contribute to the cost. 

Former Senator Parkhurst vigorously 
opposed the construction of a receiving 
station for all new prisoners at Charles- 
town, for a dozen reasons, urging that 
the Charlestown site be sold and the 
money used for a new building on State- 
owned property within five miles of the 
State House. 

If a State-owned site could not be 
decided upon, he announced his willing- 
ness to turn over to the State without 
profit options on two .'<ites within a 2C>- 
minute motor ride of the State House. 
One lot of two acres could he bought I 
at 10 cents a foot, and another of 10 
acre.i can be pli-kcd up by the State 
for ;V4 cents a foot, he said. 

All sentenced criminals would be as- 
gigned by the courts to the receiving 
station, where they would remain from 
three to four months under the most 
rigid discipline, with few privileges, 
until the correction officials should de- 
cide whether they belonged in Norfolk, 
Concord or the proposed island State 
prison, he jsaid. 

Like Alcatraz 

He suggested that the hardened crim- 
inals should be kept on State-owned 
Penikese island, rormerly used for a 
leper colony, or a .--imilar island oft 
the Massachusetts coast. "I should rec- 
ommend that we build for these men 
II some such prison as has been con- 
structed bv the feder;il government in 
the harbor off San Francisco, on the 
i.xland of Alcatraz, which they desig- 
nate as the future Home for public ene- 
mies." said Mr. Parkhurst, recalling 
that in 130,"> the late tiovcrnor Douglas 
suggested the purchase of Nashawena 
island as a State prison site.

i A scorc-hiiiK attack against mem- 
paers of the State board of tax ap- 
peals was made before the legisila- 
fcive committee on Stale adminis- 
tration yesterday by Jotin 3.

Greatest Success 
' in Recent Years 



Large Gatherings Attend All the Features 
Prepared by Local Committee 



Tlie change of custom, changing the 
Evacuation Day parade to be held on 
Sunday instead of Monday, worked 
out most satisfactory for the public in 
general, for the good of the entire dis- 
trict and for the entertainment of 
many thousands of visitors. The 

largest crowd ever to assemble at an 
Evacuation Day parade in many years 
turned out on Sunday afternoon. A 
careful estimate placed the gathering 
at 350,000 persons, which is treble the 
number that would normally be pres- 
ent at a celebration or a parade on any 
other day of the week. In the line of 
march were 75 units and the ideal 
weather condition plus the fact that it 
was Sunday swelled the size of these 
organizations so that close to 10,000 
actually marched over the entire 
route, which was five and a halt miles 
long. 

Chief Marshal Harry Bishop was 
congratulated on the fine parade. 
There was just one criticism offered 
and just who was responsible is not 
determined but from all angles there 
was a slight to District Attorney Wil- 
lirm J. Foley and to Hon Charles S. 
O'Connor, clerk of the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court, which the chief marshal 
himself must straighten out with due 
apologies. Had the plan been car- 
ried through to have the District At- 
torney's car sent down back streets, 
thousands of people, his friends, 
would have missed him from the line. 
He was in the parade to be seen by hi.s 
own people and not to be sent aroimd 
back streets. The same is true of any 
and all guests of the committee or the 
marshal in the parade. No doubt, the 
chief marshal who had done such a 
splendid job, will get this matter at- 
tended to very speedily. Mistakes can 
happen but when discovered they 
should be coiTected Immediately. 

The parade was a gem of color. The 



organizations did themselves proudly.

There is an interesting discuagion 
in the current issue of the Massa- 
chusetts Law Quarterly of the poa- 
.?ible legal complications that might 
grow out of the incidents attending 
the inauguration of GovernQj;Cur- 
ley last January. It will be recaHed 
that, 'owing to the failure of the 
Senate to organize permanently, 
that body did not attend under the 
leadership of its president the cere- 
mony of swearing in the new gov- 
ernor and other officers. In a rather 
embarrassing situation — a targe 
concourse of invited guests being 
present to witness the inauguration 
— the speaker hastily ruled that the 
provisions of the state constitution 
were to be regarded as "directory 
rather than mandatory," and that 
it was "both the right and the duty" 
of duly elected state ofBcera to take 
the Inductive oath at once, regard- 
less of the absence of the Senate, to 
the end that public business be not 
retarded. The oaths were there- 
upon administered by the secretary 
of the commonwealth. 

Since then the question has been 
sporadically discussed whether or 
not, considering the departure from 
the constitutional procedure, acts of 
the officers thus sworn in could be 
questioned — whether or not the 
present state officers, failing steps 
to correct the informality in the 
record, are anything more than de 
facto officials. It is further a ques 
tion whether or not it makes any 
practical difference what they are. 
Professing incapacity and lack of 
authority to make any actual de- 
cision, it appears to be the Law 
Quarterly's opinion that the gov- 
ernor Is actually at present only a 
de facto officer, but that it does 
en\lcas"<^s on the wBy."| not necessarily follow that his acts 
as such can be impeached collat- 
erally. It is further suggested that 
the safe thing would be to do the 
inaugurating all over again, pro 
forma, in order to remove any 
doubt from the record. An advisory 
opinion of the Supreme Judicial 
court might also be requested as to 
the validity of Ugislation thus far 
enacted, so that if any defect exists, 
in the court's opinion. It may be 
corrected by legislative ratification 
following a more formal observance 
of the constitutional requirements. 
One way of raising the question 
might be to have some of the gov- 
ernor's appointments attacked for 
lack of constitutional authority, 
were It not for the accepted princi- 
ple that title to a political office 
cannot be attacked collaterally and 
that an appointee by an unqualified 
officer may none the less act validly 
In the performance of his duties 
as a de facto Incumbent, for reasons 
of public policy.

.at, owing to the failure of the 
Senate to organize permanently, 
that body did not attend under the 
leadei-ship of its president the cere- 
mony of swearing in the new gov- 
ernor and other officers. In a rather 
embarrassing situation — a large 
concourse of invited guests being 
present to witness the inauguration 
— the speaker hastily ruled that the 
provisions of the state constitution 
were to be regarded as "directory 
rather than mandatory," and that 
it was "both the right and the duty" 
of duly elected state offlceri to take 
the inductive oath at once, regard- 
less of the absence of the Senate, to 
the end that public business be not 
retarded. The oaths were there- 
upon administered by the secretary 
of the commonwealth. 

Since then the question has been 
sporadically discussed whether or 
not, considering the departure from 
the constitutional procedure, acts of 
the officers thus sworn in could be 
questioned — whether or not the 
present state officers, failing steps 
to correct the informality in the 
record, are anything more than de 
facto officials. It is further a ques- 
tion whether or not it makes any 
practical difference what they are. 
Professing incapacity and lack of 
authority to make any actual de- 
cision, it appears to be the Law 
Quarterly's opinion that the gov- 
ernor is actually at present only a 
de facto officer, but that it doea 
not necessarily follow that his acts 
as such can be impeached collat- 
erally. It is further suggested that 
the safe thing would be to do the 
inaugurating all over again, pro 
forma, in order to remove any 
doubt from the record. An advisory 
opinion of the Supreme Judicial 
court might also be requested aa to 
the validity of ii;gislatlon thus far 
enacted, so that if any defect exists 
in the court's opinion, it may be 
corrected by legislative ratification 
following a more formal observance 
of the constitutional requirements. 
One way of raising the question 
might be to have some of the gov- 
ernor's appointments attacked for 
lack of constitutional authority, 
were it not for the accepted princi- 
ple that title to a political office 
cannot be attacked collaterally and 
that an appointee by an unqualifled 
officer may none the less act validly 
in the performance of his duties 
as a de facto Incumbent, for reasons 
of public policy.

PRE-PRlMARy— Next Monday 
the committee on election laws, 
iviU hold a hearing at 10.30 a. m. 
in room 448, State House, on the 
petition of Governor _ Ciurley and 
others for the repwrTot the pre- 
piimary convention law, adopted by 
the voters of tlie state in 1932 by a 
vote of 553,822 to 262,948. 

As a member of the Republican 
State Committee I voted at the 
March 12 meetinir with all other 
members present to oppose this bill. 
There was a lengthy discu.ssion, but 
when it was shown that the hold- 
ing- of this primary would put no 
e\tra expense on any city or town, 
because of the presidential primary, 
which comes next year, a few who 
had argued against its retention 
joined the majority to malte the 
committee's vote ananimous. I urge 
every Republican to use all possible 
influence with members of the 
Legislature to give this law at least 
another trial. 

Here are the prlncipat reasons 
why I oppose the Curley repeal pe- 
tition: 

1. In 1932 the people voted more 
than 2 to 1 in favor of pre-primary 
conventiorLS. 

2. Not enough time has elap,secl 
.since the law became effective defin- 
itely to determine how the lav^ is 
working out. Thus far the law has 
worked well. 

3. Massachusetts had the dh-ect 
primary for more than 20 years. An 
examination of the pracllcal work- 
ings of the system during that 
time reveals the fact that the pre- 
dictions of its friend.s were not 
realized. 

4. Under the primary .system it 
was difficult for the conscientious 
I'oter to learn of the qualifications 
of candidates whose names appeared 
in such profasion on the ballot. 
Consequently alphabetical position 
and other factors liaving no rela- 
tion to qualifications for office 
often had consiaerable influence. 
Candidates were not selected after 
discassion and deliberation as to 
their fitness. They chase them- 
selves and proclaimed their own 
merits. Tlie office did not seek the 
man; it was the man wlio sought 
the office. 

5. Publicity is an es.sentlal, and 
hence primary contests frequently 
involved the expenditure of large 
sums for adveirtlslng candidates. 



and sometimes for improper pur- 
poses, so that the man of wealth 
iiad a marked advantage over hl5= 
competitors. IPrlmary campaigns 
were waged on personalities, and 
bitterness thus aroused frequently 
imperiled the success of the party 
at the following election. The suc- 
cessful candidate built his person- 
al machine, often in conflict with 
the party. He assumed the party la- 
bel but recognized no allegiance to 
It. 

6. The primary system deprived 
us of the services of capable men 
who would accept ofBce as an op- 
portunity for public service, but 
who would not and could not com- 
pete in a primary campaign against 
the wealthy self seeker and the 
demagogue. It provided en oppor- 
tunity for men who were wholly 
unfit to force their way Into pub- 
lie office. It resulted In unfortunate 
nominations that had no parallel 
in all the years of the old conven- 
tion. It impaired party organiza- 
tion and was destroying our two 
party system of government. 

7. The present law gives party 
voters an opportunity through their 
representatives to make a delltier- 
ate and intelligent choice in nom- 
inating candidates for state wide 
offices, and thus, restore to the peo- 
ple some of the advantages of party 
organization and responsibility.

It is an anomalous and a strange 
fact, while the people have abol- 
ished political conventions, about 
everywhere, that the old-time meth- 
od of nominating a President of tlie 
United States remains tlte same 
and that is in a national conven- 
tion. In tlte State governments, 
pretty much everywhere, the nom- 
inees of the parties hold their 
mandate.s directly from the peo- 
ple. This Is not done with the 
presidency. For these reasons pres- 
idential nominees are generally de- 
termined by the senators of the 
United States and the National 
Committees. Some day, perhaps, 
the State and the national .systems 
will be made, if not right, then at 
least the same cmd consistent.

BOSTON, March 22— Members 
of the Racing commission guarded 
carefully what transpired behind 
closed doors today and dog track 
licensees, summoned to J"0"; 
cause why their licenses should not 
be revoked, emerged from the ol- 
flce with an obvious seal of silence 
imposed them, but there were two 
related incidents of importance, 
and in addition unlimited conjec- 
ture on the future of dog racing In 
Massachusetts. 

Frank I-.. Simpson, professor of 
law, and a member of the Curley 
brain trusJt, appeared as, counsel for 
the Bristol County Kennel club, 
which has been granted a dog track 
license at Dighton. He said that 
he and officers of the club had dis- 
cussed generally with the commis- 
sioners what the licensee.s had done 
since a license was granted them. 
Again Tuesday 
The appearance of Professor 
Simpson, an event noted with more 
than passing Interest, was one de- 
velopment of a long session which 
■brought nothing from the Commis- 
sion except that it would meet 
next Tuesday to further consider 
matters before it. 

The second development, subject 
of conjecture but meeting with no 
extended explanation, came when 
Chairman Charles F. Connors, fol- 
lowing notice of adjournment un- 
til Tuesday, called on Governor 
Curley at the State House and con- 
ferred with him. 

"Social Visit" 
"Mr. Connors paid me a social 
visit today" was the only comment 
which the Governor would offer on 
the chairman's trip to the State 
House. 



At the conclusion of the meet- 
ing Chairman Connors said that 
the commission would hold a sec- 
ond series of private conferences 
with the licensees beginning next 
Tuesday. It was not disclosed what 
the nature of these conferences 
would be 

While dog racing in Massachu- 
setts had come to he regarded as 
officially dead, the story renewed 
today that it might be as com 
pletely defunct as had been indi 
oated. 

Today the meeting, veiled in se 
crecy, dragged along for hours 
and then went over to next week 
Ostensibly the licensees were ex- 
plaining why they should retain 
their licenses. 

Story Persists 

Although the commission 
Clamped the lid as tightly today 
as last week on its proceedings in 
private session, the story was cur- 
rent that somev/here, sometime 
there may be dog tracks in Massa 
chusetts. Perhaps not five, per 
haps none in Boston, Cambridge 
or Springfield, but perhaps one in 
Dighton and one in Methuen. 

The field of speculation covered 
this point just as it did another 
namely, that if Walter O'Hara 
Narragansett track owner, has 
really bowed out of Massachusetts 
horse racing, with anger in his 
heart and resentment mutual be 
tween him.stlf and ;-acing inter 
ests here, that a dog track at 
Dighton, or even the threat of 
One, would bring no comfort to 
Mr. O'Hara if it operated while 
his Narragansett track wa.? in full 
swing. 

Originally It had been guessed 
that horse track events might be 
arranged in Massachusetts to com- 
pete with the O'Hara track and 
cut off the rich revenue that has 
accrued to it from Massachusetts. 
Now the story is bruited about 
that dog track.s could accomplish 
the object while horses ran in 
Massachusetts without opposition 
A license has been granted for 
a track at Methuen. A dog track 
there, the boys who profess to cec 
possibilitica in things, would serve 
a,s an annoyance to the Rocking- 
ham track. Perhaps none of these 
things will happen, but a lot of 
people felt something has hap- 
pened, about to happen or was 
under discussion. 

The henvic«t and fiercest oppo- 
sition to dog tracky have come 
from South Boston, Cambridge and 
.West Springfield. It has been a 
Very articulate opposition and if 
it were removed, a large part of 
the general storm of protest would 
be reduced materially.

Curley Says Anyone Will 
Receive It Without Fa- 
vors Sought in Return 

BOSTON, March 23— Gov. Curley 
last night issued a statement warn- 
ing the public generally that "there 
is no favor that either myself or 
my secretaries desire that any con- 
cern or individual in the Common- 
wealth can grant, in order to secure 
the fullest measure of justice." 

He explained that every one is 
entitled to, and will receive, fullest 
measures of consideration "without 
being required to pay tribute, politi- 
cal or otherwise," and asked that if 
anyone Ls .solicited for such favors, 
he report it at once to the public 
safety commissioner, Paul G. Kirk, 
and to the local police head. 

The statement was inspired by 
the fact that someone has been go- 
ing around getting clothiiig and 
charging it to his .secretary, R. D, 
Grant.

STORK FRONT OF GLASS 

Fa.stiion promenades were held 
throughout the day under the guidance 
of Lyolenc, French coutourler and de- 
signer, and Mrs. McDougal, well-known 
fa,shlon authority. 

The new I. J. Fox building In Its en- 
tirety reflects simple elegance; its state- 
ly appearance in the heart of Washing- 
ton street lends a new modern not« to 
this bu.sy shopping thoroughfare. 

As one approaches the building they 
are attracted by three Impressive bronzr 
fox heads. These fox heads, which 
have always served as the characteristic 
symbol of the I. J. Pox fur buslne.w, 
were created by a famous sculptor. Di- 
rectly above the fox heads three flag 
poles are seen to project from the build- 
ing. 

The store front of plate glass extend.'? 
up to the third floor of the building.

Acres ot beautiful Rardens, filled -with 
orchids, sweet peas, lilies, daffodils, 
carnations, roses and every flower 
imaginable, will fill tiie three floors and 
the seven halls of the Mechanics build- 
ing on Huntington avenue, Bo.ston, Ihk 
week during the 64th annual spring 
exhibition of the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society. 

Mr, and Mrs. John S. Ames will have 
one of the most unusual exhibits, ar- 
ranged In the Japanese manner, with 
azaleas as the high light of color, Mrs. 
Theodore Brown's display, also of 
azaleas, will occupy an entire section. 
The North Shore Horticultural Society 
is arranging a terraced garden in which 
tulips are the predominating feature. 
Mrs. William C. Endicott is president of 
this organization. 

The lower hall gives the appearance 
Df a great forest, with woodland scenes, 
tilled with ferns, rare wild flowers and 
.shrubs growing as naturally as in their 
native haunt,-;. Half-hidden among the 
gnarled branches i.s a weathered old 
■nill, with ancient water wheel. One of 
these exhibits is arranged by Will C. 
Curtis of Framingham, who won the 
President's cup sevenl years ago with 
a similar display.

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LOCAL POLITIC

wVhe next primary election is eighteen mod 
away, yet we already have a fairly definite idei 
who the candidates will be for several of 9 
high offices on both tickets. There have bii 
no offlcinl announcements, but it is as sure,* 
anything can be in politics that Gov. Curlcy ^\ 
seek the senatonship ami that U.-CTcST: Josepi 
L. Hurley will seek the governorship on the 
Democratic tickcl. 

The Governor nomi- 
nnted his running mate 
for the governorship last 
Thursday night in Fall 
River and he accepted 
the nomination for the 
senatorship himself. Of 
course, he retains the 
right to change his mind. 
Undeniably he likes the 
power of being chief ex- 
ecutive, and examina- 
uon of a long line of hts 
predecessors shows fliey 
r.irely have been one- 
term Governors by choice. 
Senator Marcus A. 
Coolidge seems to ha 
somewhat intimidated at the moment by the 
bold manner in which Mr. Curlcy has pre- 
empted his job. but it would be a simple move 
for Mr. Coolidge to retire to an ambassador- 
ship, a position to which he is sufficiently 
wealUiy to aspire. 

The Lieutenant-Governor, on the other 
hand, will not have (he oppdrtunity for ad- 
vancement as smoothly prepared for him. In 
all likelihood he will be confronted by State 
Treasurer Charles F. Hurley, who would be a 
formidable opponent. Everyone agrees that 
Speaker Leverett Saltonstall will seek to be the 
Republican nominee for Governor, with the 
prospect of having Mayor Sinclair Weeks of 
Newton running for the nomination for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 

ON DEMOCKATIC SIDE 

On the Democratic side, Lt.-Gov. Hurley is 
off to a flying start, possibly too early a start. 
While the Democrats remain in their present 
mood it seems as if Mr. Curley can continue to 
dominate his party's primary. The Lieutenant- 
Governor, however, must accept the Curley lia- 
bilities as well as the Curley assets. 

One of these important liabilities will be the 
hostility of those chiefly responsible for his 
present eminence. Tlie wing of the party that 
continues to regard former Gov. Ely as the fore- 
most man the party has produced here in this 
generation will back the state treasurer, because 
of the Lieutenant-Governor's open alliance with 
Mr. Curley. 

Charles Hurley also has a strong personal 
following of his own, built up over a period of 
four years in his present office. Judge John E. 
Swift's friends refuse to permit him to be com- 
pletely eliminated, and .should the two Hurleys 
engage in a contest a third candidate might 
well slip in between them and split up the vote 
sufficiently to take the nomination. Judge 
Swift is on friendly terms with the administra- 
tion. One year from today an entirely differ- 
ent picture may be painted. 

Another hurdle for Lt.-Gov. Hurley to take is 
Mr. Curley's record as a conspicuous failure in 
obtaining political promotion for candidates of 
his own choice. He has repeatedly demon- 
strated that he can persf.ade the voters to line 
up in the big parade bcnind his own candidacy, 
but no man he ever has sponsored lor impor- 
tant office by election has yet succeeded. That's 
not opinion, it's fact. 

There can be no doubt that the current Bea- 
con Hill administration is steadily falling into 
public disfavor. The Governor .showed last week 
that he can control the House in a pinch, but 
that's because there is an element in the oppo- 
sition with no sense of party loyalty or political 
independence. 

FRINGE OF BOTH PARTIES 

These Republicans ^re much like certain 
Democrats of other year.s whose support gen- 
erally could be commanded by a Republican 
I chieftain when the G. O. P. was in power. On 
: the fringe of both parties there always is a 
I handful of politicians wljose votes can be ob- 
tained with ,a few crtimb.s brushed off the table. 
i Tliey are always with Ir.c parly in power re- 
gardless of their political em-olment. 
I As flne an example as any observer ever will 
see of the disregard and the ruthle.ssness of thi.s 
ftdmmistratior was given la.sl week. One day 
its spokesmen wrung their hands, beat their 
breasts and howled "persecution" because some 
Republicans dared to ask in public for a legis- 
lative investigation of certain activities they 
believed should be investigated 

Everyone seemed to :^, . , 
lose .sight of the fact that 
if there are no grounds 
for the proposed investi- 
gation, those involved 
will be fully vindicated at 
the bar of public opinion.

At the Legislature 

The Massachusetts Legislature is 
making progress in its business. Both 
branches will begin soon to sit five 
days a week. That course seems 
wise now that many of the important 
committee reports have been filed and 
the daily calendars of the House and 
Senate have become so long that they 
cannot be disposed of without post- 
ponements. The practice of devoting 
two days in the week to committee 
hearings has thoroughly justified it- 
self. 

Everybody at the State House has 
been interested in the hearings of the 
House Committee on Rules on the 
order, intrsduced by Representative 
Christian A. Herter of Boston, for an 
investigation of certain land-damage 
settlements in this city during re- 
cent years. The general expectation 
is that the committee, voting on party 
lines, will report favorably on the 
order, but the committee will not act 
until the Bostoji Finance Commission 
has taken up some of the correlated 
matters. 

The outlook for the order in the 
House is not very promising. The 
Democrats will probably vote unani- 
mously against it, in spite of the fact 
that some of them were reported a 
few weeks ago as favoring it; and the 
Republicans, with their small ma- 
jority and the likelihood that some 
will desert, do not seem strong 
enough to put the order through. The 
matter has received considerable pub- 
licity, however, and the supporters 
of the order think they have at- 
tained at least one of their ends.

The bill providing for the election 
of the members of the Public Utili- 
ties Commission has gone through 
the House and will appear this week 
in the Senate calendar. The general 
opinion is that the bill will fail of 
passage in the upper branch. The 
Democrats in the Senate have al- 
ready shown that they are not so 
radical as they have been supposed 
to be. They have before them about 
25 bills calling for reductions in the 
interest rates on real estate mort- 
gages, and it seems likely that those 
matters will not be fought for very 
hard since Gov Curley has already 
induced the banks to mark down 
somewhat their interest rates. The 
Democratic Senators do not want to 
embarrass the Governor in regard to 
those bills, and the same feeling may 
influence them in connection with 
the bill for the popular election of 
the members of the Public Utilities 
Commission. 

Another subject which has caused 
a lot of comment on Beacon Hill is 
the movement to con.struct a training 
camp on Cape Cod for the National 
Guard. The bill pro%'iding for the 
purchase of the land was reported 
favorably by one committee and has 
also been heard by the Committee 
on Ways and Means, which will re- 
port this week.

Xobody will ever be able to offer his- 
torical proof that Mr. Roosevelt would 
or would not have been President of 
the United States except for Howe.

Whether 
In their Hyde Park manor, their New 
York city house or in Washington, he 
alwavs had a bedroom and a plate was 
Bet tor him at every table. He was just 
as much a member of the family as any 
of the children and more pampered in 
many waj-s. 

For instance the last thing that 
would occur to Mr. Howe would be 
the custom of eating.

service than this tribute paid to 
"Louie" Howe. The President cap- 
tioned it himself, "One in a Million," 
and what he wrote was this: 

"It is very rare to find a man who 
i! a participant in political activities 
who does not aspire to either position 
or power of some eort . . . consciously 
or unconsciously.

Both Fought Grave Illnesses 

There have been few if any attempts 
to assess the human values of the re- 
lations between Mr. Howe and the 
Roosevelts.

$40,000 Telephone Bill 

Mr. Roosevelt found that during this 
period Howe had entirely neglected his 
food. So he telephoned from his own 
headquarters that three times a day, 
regardless of whether "Louie" liked it 
or not, he was to be faced with a square 
meal and the manager of the hotel was 
Instructed tn use his own discretion as 
to the meals. The tradition is that all 
Howe availed himself of during the en- 
tire period was the coffee. 

It was said in that campaign that Mr. 
Howe had spent more than $40,liOO on 
long distance calls. Rather than seeing 
t lot cf useless people who arc always 
drilling around in a great presidential 
contest he depended upon the telephone 
to reach the people who were really im- 
portant. 

Never Very Approachable 



It was much easier to see Roosevelt 
then and later than to see Mr. Howe. 
He was sharp, incisive and definite witli- 
a, sort of grim and cynical humor while 
the President was easy going, brilliant, 
_I)crsuasive and humanly attractive. But 
lno two men better complemented one 
■ another. ^, 

From the time Mr. Howe saw the 
lossibilities of Mr. Roosevelt as a young 
member of the .Assembly at Albany, an 
amazing friendship grew up bef.veen 
em. Mr. Howe was no kmg-pm as a 
newspaperman at any time. No editor 
aw any occasion for paying the fu- 
[ture "kingmaker," then undiscovered, 
inv more than a moderate salary. In 
[fact he was just a plain hack, doing 
ti:s daily chore.*. 

Never Cared for .Money 

But I don't think that Mr. Howe 
had the remotest rntercst in money, 
other than what was required for his 
aily needs and his family. 

\,^ ion- .Ts I ran remember him. and 
Jour acquainunce and friendship ex- 
Itended over many years, he always wore 
l-what looked like a "hand-me-down 
Isuit." He might be unshaved days at 
time. When .VIr. Roosevelt entered 
I the White House much was said about 
I Mr Howe .keeping in the Lincoln beci. 
1 \= a matter of fact he took one looli 
at the bed and at the room and moved 
I Into another, not more than twice as 
b!- as a Pullman stateroom. His bed 
w-as plain white iron of the summer 
I camp variety. 

The room was completely Uttered with 
books, reoorts, newspapers and at the 
I bedside was the traditional typewriter 
of the new.spaperman who never gets 
over the habit of pounding out his own 
stuff, however many secretaries he may 
be burdened with. 

Divided on Patronage 
Mr Howe was ill that day Instead 
of taking the other chair in the room 
he sat in the middle of a tousled bed, 
collarless, in shirt, trousers and stock- 
in''ed feet We talked a lot of politics, 
na'tinnal and otherwise. Mr. Roosevelt 
would be re-elected in 1936. There was 
no one lo stop him. He might run again 
in IMO if he pleased, and wm again. 

Mrs. Roosevelt came in to see how 
he -was feeling. . _ 

As for Massachusetts politicians ot 
the Democratic ilk, Howe did not 
think much of them. 

While there has been considerable 
strutting about one job or another, the 
real fact was that Mr. Howe passed on 
everv appointee over the head of Post- 
masfer-General Farley. The orders at 
the White House were that no Massa- 
chusetts appointments should be made 
unless thev first came over Mr. Howe s 
ile«k It was Mr. Howe that knocked 
off Gpvernor Curjey as ambassador for 
Rome'TtWrTfWK^sed the possibility of 
his appointment as Secretary ot the 
Navy or Governor-General of the Phil- 
ippines in the early days of the admin- 
istration. 

Politically Infallible 

"This is my patronage," he said. 
Minor politicians might storm or fume 
but the last word was with Mr. Howe. 
For close to a quarter of a century Mr. 
Roosevelt had been more dependent 
upon the judgment of the obscure Mr. 
Howe than any other man. Whether it 
! ■was in the library at Hyde Park, the 
New York house, or at the White 
House, .M-. Howe had the last word at 
night and it came very close to being 
final. The combination ot complete loy- 
alty joined with that of brains and an 
uncanny sense ot politics had persuaded 
the President that "Louie-' whs almost 
infallible.

If the valley Job is approved. It will 
be a Federal project, with the govern- 
OOo"o ''^^''"^ **^® estimated cost of »40,- 
Of flhis amount, »18,OOO,O0: would 
be for the sewer work, $10,000,000 to 
be spent in Massachusetts and $8 - 
000,000 in New Hampshire. The rest of 
the money would be for relorestration 
flood control, a retaining wall and 
other work in connection with the 
project. Mayor Dalrymple said that It 
would take between two and three 
years to complete the purification 
project. According to the tentative 
arrangements, between 400 and 500 
Haverhill unemployed would be given 
work over that period. 

Tlie mayor has also filed other 
projects for consideration by the 
PWA. One ia a bypass off River street 
around the Northern part of the city 
to avoid trafldc congestion in the 
''l!»'nes8 district. This road would be 
off River street, over Little river 
througli Dustin square and thence to 
a point near the airport.

Guns Are Turned On Governor When House 
Rules Committee Considers Land Tak- 
ings Bill — Developments During Hearing 
Seen As Campaign Material for 1936

BOSTON, March 23. — Events of the past week at the State 
House have been significant in their immediate importance and 
infinitely rich in their possibilities. They have centered on issues 
which have been political before and which probably will find 
their way into the discussion and debate attendant upon the 
1936 campaign. 

From almost the mom^ent he took* 

office, Governor Curley has been 
on the offense, driving hard against 
office hoiders in a removal cam- 




paign without precedent in state 
history. He has ousted several wide- 
ly known figures and has been dom- 
inant and assertive in command of 
the situation. 

During the week, however, the 
situation changed. Where the Gov- 
■ernor had been turning guna on 
others, the play was suddenly shift- 
ed when the House rules committee 
began considering whether it should 
admit a bill to carry on investiga- 
tion once begun by the Boston Fi- 
nance commission into Boston land 
takings and other activities. 

B'arnum Report Issued 

Before the hearing ended the 
hitherto unpublished report by 
George R. Farnum had been is- 
sued. Its author, who said he had 
been discharged by the Finance 
commi;eion as an investigator, aft- 
er Curley appointees, placed 
through removal of old members, 
became a majority, talked earnest- 
ly and frankly to the rules commit- 
tee. 

Technically, the question before 
the committee was admission of 
an order. Actually, the hearing 
.'(ervcd to open rather widely the 
Boston finance commission situa- 
tion in its relation to and investi- 
gation, or lack of it, regarding 
land takings, and sales of securi- 
ties to the city of Boston. Some of 
the accusations were explicit. The

In the Farnum report, which the 
committee decreed should be made 
public, in testimony and in the talk 
of witnesses the name of Edmund

Charges Well I'ublicized 

Paying little heed to charges of 
that the whole thing was a 
olitical plot against Governor 
Curley, the rules committee, headed 
by Speaker Leverett Saltonstall, 
went ahead with it3 work, topping 
off with issuance of the transcript 
of evidence taken when Dolan was 
before the finance commission a 
few weeks ago. 

The whole matter drew reams of 
newspaper space. It was dealing 
with alleged events while the 
Governor was mayor of Boston. It 
was centering on the man who has 
long been a friend of his. Where 
before the Governor had been ham- 
mering at the opposition, with

Hultman Cas« 

The Hultman case also hag Us 
political possibilities. As Ciu'ley re- 
movals have gone, this is some- 
thing of a mystery case. Usually, 
the Governor has speedily blotted 
out the victim, There have been 
two postponements in HuUman's 
case. The Governor refused to give 
specifications on his charges to 
the Coimcil demanding removal 
of Hultman as chairman of the 
Metropolitan District commission. 
Then, suddenly, he agreed to give 
them, and to allow Hultman ac- 
cess to police records for his de- 
fense. 

The Governor hasn't the votes. 
Hultman, a hard fighter, is plan- 
ning something good himself. His 
hearing may be long delayed. It 
may never be held. Such rumors 
arc about the State House, They 
have been since the Governor start- 
ed after Hultman rather aggres- 
sively and bas since tapered down. 
The Governor said Hultman would 
be tried last Wednesday, but he 
wasn't. 

During the week word drifted 
into the State House of the possi- 
bilities of a Huey "Long" for pres- 
ident set of delegates in Massachu- 
setts. There was nothing definite 
about how far the movement might 
extend, but It was said that some- 
body in Lowell would be lookmg 
after Huey's interests. 

The advent of Mr. Long into the 
Democratic primaries would not be 



welcomed by Democratic chieftains. | 
They might not fear the result, but 
they also might not relish the pro- 1 
cess. As a rule, they scoff a bit 
at Long's strength, but privately 
wonder about it. On the assump- 
tion that Governor Curley will have 
delegates of his own in the field, it 
is not difficult to picture the 
mingled emotions that would pre- 
vail were Long to come rampaging 
personally into a Maesachusetts 
campaign. 

Budget Causes Thought _ 

Republican leaders gained scant 
comfort in considering the House 
vote on certain items in the Gov- 
ernor's budget. While it is true 
that amounts reduced by the ways 
and means committee and restored 
on roUcall votes were merely 
amendments and the general bill 
will not be up for a third reading 
until next week, there was room 
for thought. 

By narrow majorities, but major- 
ities for all that, the Democrats 
succeeded in restoring several de- 
leted items. They did this in the 
face of the fact that the House 
has a normal Republican majority 
of seven. This apparent majority 
has never deceived anybody greatly, 
but the votes were not over-cheer- 
ing to Republican leaders. 

While it is true that the size of 
the items involved was small, the 
issue against their inclusion in the 
budget was fought strenuously. On 
one iteim alone, that of money for 
the Governor's employment office, 
there was bitter debate. It had been 
hammered in the committee, which 
once had Richard D. Grant, the 
Governor's secretary, in to explain 
it. The matter had grown into 
quite an issue. 

The matter of the votes was be- 
ing studied to determine whether 
it just happened or whether the 
Governor had a controlling grip on 
the House. Not long ago it appeared 

that some of his own party mem- 
bers were not strictly in line. He 
had met opposition in the Senate 
[from Democratic sources. But 
[when something he wanted in the 
budget came up in the House, the 
Governor had the votes.

Dolan and Hultman Controversies Have Possibilities of 

High Fortune and Oblivion— Some Potential 

National Issues for Next Yearns Battle

BOSTON, March 23.— 
We heard this story a 
year or two ago at a cele- 
bration in the town of 
Longmeadow, and it 
comes to mind as we view 
with mingled feelings the 
proceedings just now on 
Beacon Hill, what with 
the exchanges of epithets 
and accusations and the 
challenging of motives 
and purposes. 

The story has to do 
with the conductor on the 
local passenger train, who had been pushed 
right up to the last point of endurance by a 
j fussy old lady passenger who plied him with 
I question after question. At a pause by a sta- 
i lion, the conductor, standing Iseside the win- 
I dcT? by which the old lady sat, raised his arm 
■ and waved his hand back and forth in the ac- 
customed signal for the engineer to go ahead. 
As the conductor boarded the train and entered 
the coach, the old lady imperiously summoned 
him to her side and demanded to know what 
he meant by that sign — the waving of his arm 
' aloft. It was the last straw, and the irritated 
conductor burst forth: 

"It means get to h 1 out of here I" 

Then, feeling better, he walked to the end 
of the coach and sat dov/n to go over his tickets 
and accounts. Beside him sat the guard; and 
the guard, who had heard his friend's outburst, 
was all of a twitter. 

"Did you know," he said, "that the old lady 
you just swore to is the wife of the Reverend 
Simpkins? That was pretty tough language t.> 
use to a reverend's wife. You better go and 
apologize — she's likely to make trouble for 
you." 

The conductor saw that he might be in a 
bad spot, so he went back to where the fussy 
old lady sat, and apologized: "I'm very sorry. 
Madam, that I used the language I just did, and 
I ask you to forgive me." 

The old lady paid no attention to him, so 
he apologized all over again. Still no response, 
so for a third time, in added phrases of con- 
trition, he sought her forgiveness. Still she ut- 
tered no word; but she did this: She raised her 
right arm aloft, and slowly waved it from side 
to side. 

All-Star Cast 

However, they are putting on a good show 
on the Hill, with an all-star cast; and what- 
ever the specific outcome of the Herter-Parkman 
ndertaking, they are making a good deal of 
future political history these days. Who will 
be made, unmade, raised, lowered, rewarded, 
penalized, advanced, sent down, promoted, de- 
moted, by all that is transpiring? No one dares 
say. The game of politics is a hard game. A 
successful attack may demolish the man as- 
sailed. An unsuccessful attack may turn on its 
sponsors and bite them. There are no "Scotch 
verdicts" in politics. A case has to be clinched 
or it is as nothing. The line between prosecu- 
tion and persecution, in the voters' minds, is a 
thin one. 

Before we hear the last of the present show, 
there is to be another — the Hultman hearing. 
It will be good. Years ago someone once said 
that a man in public life needed above all else 
two particular items of personal equipment — 
a sense of humor and a hide like that of a rhi- 
noceros. Mr. Hultman is so equipped; and the 
Governor, who levels his lance at him, also 
survives attack without pain, and likewise keeps 
his sense of humor keen. So this effort to oust 
Mr. Hultman ought to be a case to draw the 
crowds and hold them. 

With the merits in the Dolan case and in the 
Hultman affair we are not here concerned; but 
\ we may watch going through both, as they de- 
' velop, the thread of future Massachusetts poli- 
I tics. Out of them, one or both, may come mighty 
I political fortune — or oblivion. 

Hoping for the Best 

! What a cast for the Hultman hearing! Chan- 
] ning Cox, Alvan T. Fuller, Frank G. Allen, Jo- 
seph B. Ely, Malcolm Nichols, and the big 
names in the police dtoartment world! If they 
should all show up ana testify we should have 
such a pageantry of politics as this old state 
has never seen or heard before. Speaking only 
as an onlooker, we feel like the man who with 
his comrade lay all the right long in the brush 
at the brow of the hill, waiting for the return 
from town of the hated landlord. Each of the 
waiting men had a shotgun trained on the road 
their enemy must take in the grim darkness. It 
looked bad for the landlord. 

However, midnight came and passed, and 

before long the dawn would come. Dawn might 

come but the landlord did not. So at last our 

j friend on the hilltop grew apprehensive, and he 

observed to his companion: 

"Why don't he come along? I hope noth- 
ing has happened to him!" 

So, with the friendliest of feelings towards 
r.ll the participants in this coming rovr, we hope 
nothing happens to spoil the show. 

Boston Police Power 

Meantime important changes portend in the 
administration of Boston's police department — 
which now has become an issue of far-reach- 
ing political importance, and is no more a local 
quarrel. Little opposition is shown to the move 
to transfer from the state to the city the power 
to appoint Boston's police commissioner; and 
it is an ironic turn of fate that in this maneuver, 
likely now to succeed, the power to appoint is 
to be taken from a Governor who as mayor 
much desired this power. 

The logic and cold reasonableness of placing 
the control of Boston's police in the hands of 
the maMLT rather than those of the Governor 



are apparent. It is logically Bosto^i's business; 
and the long-standing arrangement under which 
the state controlled the local police has ever ■ 
been a thorn in the side of Boston's local pride. 
How the change will work out practically no one 
knows. What would our history — our national 
history — have been, had the Boston police been 
under the direct authority of Boston's mayor in- 
stead of the state's Governor, when the police 
struck ? Calvin Coolidge may have been a man 
of destiny; but Destiny found the police strike 
a potent agent. 

One of the most interesting developments on 
the Hill is the apparently successful expansion 
of the .force of state detectives from 18 to an 
even 50. Public opinion probably supports this 
enlargement of this useful force in crime de- 
tection; yet there are those who view the possi- 
bilities ahead with a certain amount of fear. The 
proposal to set up at the State House a Scotland 
Yard for the commonwealth, to centralize all 
crime detection and crime suppression in the 
state's hands, fell, it seemed, by the wayside. 
There was a reaction against so much concen- 
tration of ])ower at the State House — this with- 
out any personal implications, but based on the 
fear lest erection of such a state police machine 
might be dangerous in the long run. j 

Like Scotland Yard 

What is now happening, however, is just 
about that. With a force of 50 trained state 
detectives there will be a power and a responsi- 
bility on the state's shoulders in the war with 
crime which comes very close to a Scotland Yard 
for Massachusetts. 

This newly enlarged state detective force 
going to cost something; more and more as f 
goes on. At the joint ways and means comm' 
hearing this week District Attorney Bisho' 
pressed the opinion that the present comp;^ 
tion for state detectives is ridiculously 
and many agree with him. Thus we .shall' 
doubtedly see a move towards increasing tb 
pay, and such a movement will have popular si 
port. 

The Constitution Again 

While all these stirring events relative 
state affairs are unfolding on Beacon. Hill, therl 
is discernible a considerable increase hi the emJ 
phasis on national political issues; and this tends 1 
to corroborate the opinion understood to be held 
by John Richardson, the Republican national 
committeeman from this state. 

Men eminent in this part of the country are I 
discussing the stabiUty and endurance of our 
federal Constitution, so edging the politics of 
1936 closer and closer to that broad issue of our 
form of government. Former Congressman ! 
James M. Beck spoke at Boston University this 
week, and in the course of his arraignment of 
the Roosevelt administration he said "the fact 
is that our constitutional form of government 
is as the Titanic, when it was struck by a sub- 
merged ice floe." This from a Republican of| 
prominence — a man who some think is of presi- 
dential caliber. 

America's Heritage 

At almost the same time Joseph B. Ely,! 
discussing prevailing tendencies in government! 
at Washington, said that the "rugged individual- 
ism" of our common ancestors and forebears de- 
veloped here "a new nation and the finest civili-l 
zation the world had yet seen;" and he depbredl 
the instances- of departure from those testedl 
precedents. This from a Democrat, who certainly| 
has national stature. 

Carrying the thought — the rising possi'oilityl 
of the method of government as a national issuel 
in the coming presidential campaign— further, | 
Senator Thomas P. Gore of Oklahoma told in- 
terviewers in Boston this week that he doubicdl 
if there is room in this country for two major! 
liberal parties, and expressed an inability tol 
foresee what wuuld be the Republican program| 
for the 1936 struggle. 

So there are three pertinent views on thel 
trend of the times, from men standing high inl 
the political world. Yet at the same time a pro- 1 
found student of government. Dean Roscoel 
Pound of the Harvard Law School, speaking inj 
Philadelphia, saw in the "shift of power fron 
the judicial" (and he might also have said fro 
the legislative) "branch of the government tc| 
the adm.inistrative" no more nor less than s^ 
demonstration of the vitality of our Constitu-' 
tion, nor did he see constitutional government! 
in jeopardy. This, the opinion of a non-political] 
figure who can speak with academic authority. 

So here we have, developing day by day and j 
week by week, a prime issue which yet may be- 
come the great item in the election of a Presi- 
dent next year. It may be that this will transcend | 
all other issues — even in Massachusetts, where 
we have plenty of home problems. 

League and 1936 

There still live and breathe in Massachusetts j 
here and there some men and women ('but prob- 
ably more women than men) who feel that 
United States membership in the League of I 
Nations is a paramount objective, and who have | 
never agreed that this is dead as a political issue. 
Within recent weeks, and especially since the | 
events in Germany of the past few days, we have j 
heard a notably revived discussion of this issue, 
from differing viewpoints. So this also may take | 
a place among the 1936 issues.

This looked like a large, expan- 
eive and very seething session in 
January.

There 
has been agression and battle on 
every side, and now comes the lat- 
est — the legislative drive to compel 
investigation of Boston city affairs, 
as started by the finance commis- 
sion. This is tossing down the gage 
of battle to Govern or Cur lev. who 
has hammered holes in the com- 
mission through wholesale re- 
movals. 



The sessions of the House 
and Senate, which have not 
always been placid, are begin- 
ning to develop more argu- 
ments and greater length. Re- 
cently one Senator rose to re- 
mark solemnly that there was 
too much talk. The Senate re- 
sponded to this blighting re- 
proach by stringing the argu- 
ment out some more. The dis- 
cussions are getting more ex- 
tended in the House, sessions 
are longer. Both branches are 
warming to the job. 



The realization that the South- 
west cutoff is of more than local 
importance is felt by many legisla- 
tors who are listening to the de- 
mands of Rep. Anthony R. Doyle 
that it be reconstructed as a four 
lane road, with a safety dividing 
line. Or to the public works com- 
mission to whom Senator John S. 
Sullivan has appealed for traffic 
lights to control speed until recon- 
struction can be effected. Legisla- 
tors have discovered that some of 
their consfituents from distant 
parts of the state use the cutoff. 
The highways committee will look 
it over next week and consider it 
in connection with 19 fatal acci- 
dents. 

Senator Joseph R. Cotton of 
Lexington has demonstrated' 
that he can take it. He is 
chairman of the committee on 
banks and banking which has 
had a record load of legislation 
before it and a series of hear- 
ings on highly controversial 
legislation. The Lexington 
Senator has maintained su- 
preme judicial calm, steered 
hearings neatly and sent every- 
body away happy. All of which 
rates as a rather supreme 
achievement. 

The Legislature has just gone 
through another of its several an- 
nual chores. It again has thrown 
out a bill to raise the age under 
which policemen and firemen may 
be appointed. The present age is 
35 years as a maximum for appoint- 
ment, but persistent efforts to 
break down this regulation ■ have 
been made for several years. Dur- 
ing the week the Legislature ac- 
cepted a committee report against 
a 40 year maximum.

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A De Facto Governor 

The editor of the Massachusetts Law Quarterly. 
Frank W. Grinnell, has been looking into the ques- 
tion of whether Mr. Qurley is legally the Governor 
of the Commonwealth. The question arises from 
the fact that he did not take the oath in the pres- 
ence of the two Houses of a.ssembly and "before the 
president of the Senate." Mr. Grinnell, whose in- 
tere.1t in the matter does not result from any par- 
tisan bias, concludes that "in the light of the un- 
interrupted history ... of a clearly reasoned con- 
stitutional theory and practice for 155 years 
state ofncers who are required, by the constitution 
to qualify in a specified way, and have not done so, 
are not constitutional officers, but are simply de 
facto officers." In so far as it relates to Mr. Cur- 
ley, the latter part of this finding has been obvious 
to all people of the state since early in January, /.

Governor Announces Confer- 
ence with Commission on 
Issuance of License

With the announcement in Transcript 
columns on Saturd.ay that a merger is 
now pending which will result in the 
building of a horse race track at Nor- 
wood, it is significant that Governor 
.lames M. Curley today announced he 
will confer with the Racing Commission 
as a means of expediting the gnanting of 
a horse racing license in Massachusetts. 
It is hoped by the backers of the pro- 
posed site in Norwood and the influential 
members of the Eastern Horse Racing 
Association that horse racing in Mas.sa- 
chusetts will start in this State by Juno 
17. Contractors have warned State offi- 
cials and would-be promoters that it will 
be impossible to complete a track on that 
date if construction starts later than 
April 1. 

It Sb the Intention by everybody, from 
Governor Curley down the line, that the 
$B, 000, 000 of Massachusetts money spent 
last season at Narragansett and Rocking- 
ham be kept this year in tliis State- 
Hence, the governor sees the need for 
speedy action. 

It is expected hourly th.'it a hor.se race 
license will be issued to the members 
of the Eastern Horse Racing Associa- 
tion with aiipUcatlon for a horse race 
track on the East Boston mudflats. It is 
known that practically all the members 
of this association have decided the East 
Boston site is impractical. 

It is known the backers of the Nor- 
wood site opened negotiations with State 
officials and the Eastern Horse Racing 
Association, and these overtures have 
been found to be favorable in many re- 
spects by both factions. It is expected, 
therefore, that the E. H, R. A. parties 
and Norwood parties will merge. The 
'e. H. R. a. will provide the license and 
the Norwood officials will provide the 
land. 

This report was strengthened over Sun- 
day by the sight of E. H. R. A. magnates, 
Norwood l>rnmoters, State ofOcials ,'iiul 
contracting exjwrts spending a portion 
of the Sabbath in a thorough inspection 
of the Norwood land. 

The fact that the license will go to 
the E. H. R. A. grouv) and that kading 
members of this groui) al.so own the E.ast 
Boston mud-flat site is probably the snag 
that slows a speedy merger of the two 
associations. The proposed race track 
sites in Natick. Framlnghani, Readville, 
I Saugus and Westboro .seem to have been 
; eliminated from tlie line-up.

The news that Norwood may be the 
Site of the Massachusetts race track 
comes as a pleasant surprise to many fol- 
lowers of the sport who had not regarded 
the proposed East Boston site with 
favor. Aside from the (luestlons of per- 
sonal integrity and financial resiKinsibll- 
Ity of those sponsoring such a project, 
the ouestion of location seeros most Im- 
portant. 

Italy, England, South 
America and many parts of the I'nited 
States hor.se racing and steeple-chasing 
are carried on in l>eautlCul narks, afford- 
ing a fcreat deal of pleasure In millions 
ot people, developed as n park, in sur-, 
roundlugs that arc attraclinvp to people 
who likp the sport without caring 
whether they Viet or not. a race course 
can be developed as a part of a recrea- 
tional center. If located with acces. 



through park systems and convenient to 
train service, such a development can be 
a source of pride. 

In other countries, people point to 
tiipse recreational reservations with 
pride, claiming them a distinctive asset 
to their recreational advantages. 

The recently constructed Santa Anita 
race course and the century-old Saratoga 
are exemplincalions of this type of race 
course, where people go in droves to see 
the pageant of horses, society and rural 
atmiisjihere. 

In contrast to this type ot race course, 
several plants are scattered throughout 
the country in congested areas. In these I 
cases, horse racing has developed Into I 
nothing more or less than a degenerated 
form of sport. Here, with undue empha- 
sis placed upon the betting pha.se o£ rac- 
ing, the horse ha-s developed Into north- 
ing more or less than a device used for 
betting. There is little .sport in this kind 
o£ racing. Intrigue and collusion on the 
part of r.acetrack touts, whose means of 
livelihood is the sale ot all sorts of Infor- 
mation to the gullible publlc.ls very evi- 
dent at city tracks. 

There can be little question In the 
minds u£ those who are familiar with 
horse racing as to the importance of the 
decision about to be made here by our 
racing commission. Massachusetts Is 
about to have either one thing or the 
other— racing which will degenerate as a 
result of its environment and which may 
he shirt-lived or, racing which will live 
in the country. ,...

Senator Marcus A. CooUdge haa. 
we believe, at no time Indicated 
that he would not care for another 
term in the Senate, but it remains 
to be seen whether he will see fit to 
make a flght for renomlnatlon 
against so formidable an opponent 
as Governor Curley. Somethinj; 
may depend on the success the gov- 
ernor has during- the next year in 
retaining his prestige. He has a 
way with him of either conciliating 
or suppressing discordant elements 
in the party that has enabled him 
to retain control, even when the 
slate machinery has been nominally 
in other hands. One often hears of 
some member of the party who is 
supposed to be "bitterly opposed" 
to him — and then with little warn- 
ing It transpires that he i» to be 
numbered among Mr. Curley's sup- 
porters. Sometimes, indeed, it is a 
Republican that is suddenly found 
In the Curley ranJcs. It seems hard- 
ly probable that his administration 
will be such a failure politically 
that he cannot carry the senatorial 
primaries. 

It can hardly be doubled that 
Senator Walsh would putm- to re- 
tain Senator Cooiidge as his col- 
league; but, in spite of hig own 
popularity, as shown by the vote of 
the state at election after election, 
he would probably not be able suc- 
cessfully to challenge the governor's 
control of the party. Last year, hs 
prudently refrained from eny overt 
attempt to do so, after the issue 
was fairly dcfinnd. It is hardly to 
be expected that he would imperil 
his own prestige by making a sLand- 
up fl^-ht for Mr. Coolld*e.

Alfred Byrne Asks His Cooperation in Securing For 
Ireland Preferential Tariffs 



The Galway man, son of Irish im- 
migrants, who rose to be Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, gave the Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin, Alfred fiyrne, a lesson in Gaelic 
today. And it was a lesson, too, not 
because Lord Mayor "Alfie" couldn't 
make out James Michael Curley's 
Galway brogue, but because, by the 
admission of the Irish Mayor, he 
didn't understand the language of his 
ancestors. 

Lord Mayor Byrne, wearing the 
gold chains of his office, paid a visit 
to the Governor to ask his coopera- 
tion in securing preferential tariff on 
such Irish goods as whisky, hams, 
linens, tweeds and articles in the 
manufacture of which Ireland does 
not compete with American manu- 
facture. 

He told Gov Curley that Ireland 
buys 10 times as much from America 
as does America from Ireland, and he 
hoped with Irish industrialists to ef- 
fect a pound for pound basis in inter- 
national trade. The Governor pre- 
sented to the Lord Mayor and his 
traveling companion, Peter Kelly, 
souvenir booklets of the State. 

I Cnrley Wants to Go to Hawaii 

The Gaelic came into the conver- 
sation when the Governor recalled 
his own visit to Ireland and the talks 
he had there with old Gaels. Gov 
Curley said that 40 years ago he hai 
heard Gaelic talked in his own home 



in Boston and it came back to him 
when he met the IrUh. He recited 
some of the conversations, profane 
and otherwise, he had had in Ire- 
land, and then had to translate them 
for the Lord Mayor, who professed 
ignorance of the tongue, although in- 
forming the Governor that today his 
children are learning Gaelic in the 
Irish schools once more. 

Gov Curley was invited to visit Ire- 
land again, but Gov Curley said he 
would be unable to go this year as he 
had promised himself a visit to Ha- 
waii. 

"I'm 60," he told "AWe," "and I'l' 
have to go Out to Hawaii pretty soor 
if I'm going to enjoy it."

Taxpayers' Leader Attacks

Gov. Cur ley's Program 

A warning to Massacliusetta tax- 
payor.s that additional legislation recom- 
mended by Gov. Curley will bring the 
ihc state deflcitTo $22,600,000 for 1935. 
and will add more than $1.35 to local 
tax rates, was made by Henry W. Minot, 
chairman of the legislative committee 
of the Massachusetts Federation of 
Taxpayers' Associations, Inc., in a bul- 
letin received today by local taxpayers' 
a.ssociations throughout the state. 

Minot pointed out that the general 
fund budget as submitted by the Hou.se 
■ways and means committee .show.s an 
increase of appropriations over similar 
itcn-Ls of 1934 of $2,400,000 and an ex- 
pected deficiency over income of $20.- 
700.000, the highest in the state's his- 
tory. He added, however; 

But in considering appropriations 
to the general fund, tlie ways and 
mean;i committee has not yet Included 
certain items recommended by the 
Governor which would require new 
legislation, but are considering these 
as the new legislation is presented to 
iliem. The total of these additional 
recommendations amomit to about 
$1,900,000, much of which is opposed 
by the federation. If tlie items are 
passed, the state deficit would be 
ab<iut $22,600,000 and we believe that 
tills figure is tlie one that should be 
icept in mind ^vhen speaking cf the 
state deficit for 1935. From 1930 ro 
1934 the state deficit almost tripled. 
Ii jumped from $7,000,000 to $20,000.- 
000. If ail of this amount had been 
levied directly on the cities and 
lo'.vns, it would have added another 
crushing burden to Uie local taxpayer. 



GOODW/N HITSJ 
COURTyiN STATE 

Judges / Piesponsible for 
Hit-Run Accidents In- 
crease, He Says 

Responsibility for the recent Increase 
in hit and run automobile accidents 
was placed squarely on the courts of 
tlie commonwealth yesterday by Fi^ank 
A. Good-Hin, registrar of motor vehicles. 

He accused the Judges of both the 
district and superior courts of ignoi'ing 
the stat\ite which malces a jail sentence 
mandatory following a conviction for 
hit-and-run operating. 

Goodwin's v.-a.s a blanket charge fired 
against the judiciary In general. The 
only specific Identification of a particu- 
lar sore spot ■«as in Middle.sex county 
where, he said, "the most disgraceful 
condition exists." 

FAILURE TO DO DUTlf 

When this criticism was called to the 
attention of Wan-sn L. Bishop, district 
attorney, he said: "I am not aware 
that any such condition exLsts in Mid- 
dlesex. We have prosecuted such cases 



diligently. No one is let ofl. If a JuJ'y 
lets some one go, that is something I, 
of course, cannot prevent." 

Goodwin's Current attack on the Ju- 
diciary was prompted, he said, by thj 
record placed on his desk yesterday 
morning of nine highway deaths In a 
period of three days, with ^ht "de- 
fenceless pedestrians" among the vic- 
tims, y 

"There Isn't any qiMBtion in my 

' mind. ' he said, "as to the reason iof 
tills: it IS the failure of the courts t(? 
do then- duty." ; 

The registrar quoted statistics to show 
that out of 249 prosecutions for hic- 
and-run operating last year, only 26 
finally were 4;iven jail sentences. • 
Only an aroused oublic opinion, he 
said, will force juries and judge,s to do 
their duty. He appealed to the police 
throughout the commonwealth to call 
his attention to any "raw decisions" by 
the courts. He promised, in this event, 
to report the instance,s to the public. 

The Goodwin statement '«-as released 
to the press late yesterday afternoon, 
following a visit he made to G ov. Cur - 
ley's office. The Governor haa~l!OTe 
torn^'Say prior to Goodwin's frrival, 
but the registrar engaged in a confer- 
ence with one of the Governor's secre- 
taries. 
His .statement follows: 
Thi.s morning I had placed on my 
desk the record of nine people killed 
over the last three days, and of these 
eight of tiieni were dcfenselcs pedes- 
trians and only one driver a victim. 
O'Jt cf the eight pedestrians, three 
v,'ere mowed down by hit-and-run 
drivers, ■^■ho left them dying on the 
road. 

There isn't any question In my 
mind as to the reason for this; it is 
the failure of the courts to do their 



duty. As near as I can make out 
in my records during the year 1934, 
there were 240 hit-and-nui drivers 
prasecuied in the lower courts. Of 
these 101 were found not guilty; 62 
were found guilty and their cases 
either placed on file, probation or 
suspended sentences; 86 of them were 
giren a jail sentence from which 
they promptly appealed, liecause they 
have learned that their chances are 
«Um of going to jail if they appeal to 
■ the superior court. 

The superior court handled 86 
cases. Twenty-two were found not 
guilty; 26 were given jail sentences; 
15 were placed on probation or sus- 
pended sentences; three of them were 
changed to a fine, and three were nol 
pressed. There are 17 of these cases 
still pending, although some of them 
arc montlis old. 

After digesting these figures. I ask 
the public to remember that the law 
with relation to Uiese liit-and-run 
drivers requires that any person found 
guilty of this ofTence "shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment for not less 
than iw'o months nor more than two 
years." In other words, we have 
practically a compulsory jail .sentence 
for this ofTence, and not more than 
30 people went to jail last year out 
of 249 pro.secutcd, and out of 133 who 
were found guilty. 

The most dlfgraceful condition 
exists in Middlesex county superior 
court, where out of 17 cases appealed 
from lower courts with jail sentences, 
five were found not guilty, only one 
went to jail, three were placed on 
probation, and seven arc still pending, 
many of tliem over six or seven 
months old. In a large number of 
these cases, the person who wa.i In- 
jured died, and in many of these 
ca.scR also the driver was drunk. 

What we need is an aroused public 
opinion to force the jvu'ies and the 
courts to do their duty; otherwise our 
highway.^ are going to continue to 
look like a battlefield with dead 
strewn all over them. 1 hope the 
police In every community will call to 
my attention raw decisions bv the 
courts, so tliat I may let the public 
know what Is going oii in this state.

FEARS $22,iOO,000 
/ STATE DEFICIT 

A warning to Massachusetts tax- 
payers that additional legislation rccma- 
mended by Ggv ; , g^ ^ey will .bring 
the state deficit to $22,600,000 for 1935, 
and will »,di more than $1.35 to local 
tax ratcj!, was made by Henry W. Minot, 
chairman of the legislative committee 
of tile Massachusetts Federation of 
Taxpayers' Associations, Inc., in a bul- 
letin received today by local taxpayers' 
associations throughout the state. 

Minot pointed out that the general 
fund budget as submitted by the House 
ways and means committee shows an 
increase of appropriations over similar 
items of 1934 of $2,400,000 and an ex- 
pected deficiency over income of $20,- 
700,000, the highest in tlie state's liis- 
tory. He added, however: 

But in #nsidering appropriatioiis 
to the general fund, the ways and 
means committee has not yet included 
certain items recommended by the 
Governor which would require new 
legislation, but are considering these 
as the new legislation ts presented to 
them. The total of these additional 
recommendations amoimts to about 
$1,900,000, much of which is opposed 
by the federation. If the items are 
passed, the state deficit would be 
about $22,600,000 and we believe that 
this figure Is the one that should be 
kept in mind when speaking of the 
state deficit for 1935. From 1930 to 
1934 the state deficit almost tripled. 
It Jumped from $7,000,000 to $20,000,- 
000. If all of this amount had been 
levied directly on the cities and 
towzxs, it would have added another 
crushing burden to the local taxpayer.

House Adds $151,295 to Origi- 1 
nal Measure Over Protest ' 
I of Committee. 



BOSTON, March 25, (^).— The 
Massachusetts House of Representa- 
tive.") today passed to be £np;rossed 
the general appropriations bill, after 
adding $151,295 to the onginal fig- 
ure, despite protests of the Hou.se 
ways and means committee. 

The bill, which calls for a total 
appropriation of .?58, 963,750, now 
goe.s to the Senate. 

The budget recommendation of 
Governor Curlcy called for a total 
apptdfittS.UXOn of .$61,149,530. The 
ways and means committee, in re- 
ducing this figure, had explained 
that it had cut out appropriations 
which probably would be ultimately 
pa.ssed if pending legislation was 
acted on favorably. The committee 
held that such appropriations could 
be taken care of in a supplementary 
budget. 

The sura of $1000 was added to 
the .f437.000 appropriation of the De- 
partment of Corporations and Tax- 
ation to provide a job for the re- 
mainder of the year for .!. Dolan 
Hathaway of Fall River, wJio was 
unseated in the House aftef a re- 
count of votes. 

An amendment to provide .5125,000 
to eliminate a "death curve" on the 
Fall River-New Bedford line was 
killed on a point of order; a motion 
to add $500,000 to $2,000,000 to the 
appropriation for improving the 
state's secondary roads was de- 
feated, as was a move to eliminate 
the "ambassador to Washington" 
job. 

The Senate passed to be engrossed 
a bill permitting Sunday ba.skctball. 
Over an adverse committee report, 
a bill which provide.^ for trial of 
civil actions by juries of six was ad- 
mitted, read once and referred to 
the coinmittee on counties. The .Sen- 
ate will act Wednesday on 22 bills, 
reducing mortgage interest rates.

ill Massachusetts this year. Judge 
Burke said he represented 20,- 
000 unemployed musicians as 
W( '1 as the American Federation 
of .jabor.

HOUSE ADOPTS 
' STATE BUDGET 

$58,963,750 Bill Sent 
to Senate 



Doesn't Include $2,000,000 
Asked by Governor 



A State budget of $58,963,750 was 
approved by the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives yesterday and sent 
to the Senate. ,-■ . 

Items totalling $151,295 were added 
by the House to the bill recomrnend- 
ed by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. Many of these increases were 
made to restore items recommended 
by G ov Curl ey and deleted by the 
Ways and Means. 

No attempt was made to restore 
more than $2,000,000 in items called 
for by the Governor to pay for ac- 
tivities for which legislation is still 
pending. The Governor's request for 
$60,000 to buy land for a National 
Guard camp on Cape Cod and his ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for State pub- 
licity purposes were among the items 
which were not reinserted. The Gov- 
ernor recommended a budget of 
$61,149,530. 



$I4/)00 Added to Budget 

The net losults of the afternoon's 
debate were slight, the addition of 
two items, totalling $14,000, to the 
appropriation bill, the refusal to 
eliminate the new post of State's am- 
bassador to Washington to get what- 
j ever Federal funds may be available 
I for Massachusetts, and the defeat of 
a move to restore a $500,000 item 
for town and county highway re- 
pairs and reconstruction cut by Ways 
and Means from the Governor's bill. 
An attempt to tack $125,000 to the 
budget to eliminate "death curve" on 
the Fall River-New Bedford high- 
way ended when the motion was 
ruled out of order by Acting Speaker 
; Horace T. Cahiil of Braintree. 
I The House adopted a motion ot 
I Representative E. J. Kelley, Worces- 
' ter, to add $1000 to the State Depart- 
ment of Corporations and Taxation 
budget to meet the salary of Ex- 
Representative J. Dolan Hathaway, 
Fall River, who is to become affiliated 
with that department. Hathaway re- 
signed from the House after the 
Elections Committee had moved to 
have his seat given to Representative 
Cyrus J. Rounseville. 

The Kelley amendment originally 
provided a $2000 boost to the Tax 
Department's funds, but it was later 
reduced to $1000, which will provide 
Hathaway with six months' salary. 
The final vote was 87 to 66. 



Road Item Licked, 83-35 

The debate on the change in the 
town and county hii'iway appropria- 
tion was a lengthy one, with Repre- 
sentative Nelson, Milford, the leader 
of the attempt to make the" sum 
$2,500,000, as originally suggested by 
the Governor, The motion was re- 
jected, 83 to 35. 

The House voted down a motion of 
Representative E. J. Kelley, Worces- 
ter, to increase the budget of the 
State Telephone and Telegraph Divi- 
sion by $1500 to provide a salary for 
an additional inspector. The amend- 
ment was killed, 136 to 83, after it 
had been declared that the increase 
was sought simply to give one man 
a job. 

On motion of Representative Rose, 
Boston, the House by rising vote, 
47 to 38, reinserted in the budget 
$13,000 for construction of an iron ' 
fence at the Boston State Hospital. 
The piouse had voted the appropria- 
tion out of the bill last week.

Lanpne Expects to Run 
tor li.

By roUcall, 22 to 15, the Massachu- 
I setts Senate substituted yesterday for 
an adverse committee report the bill 
ot Senator P. Eugene Casey of Mil- 
ford that civil actions be tried in 
District Courts by juries of six. The 
measure was given a reading and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Counties. 
Senator Casey said that trial of 
such cases by a jury of six in the 
District "Courts would "speed up" dis- 
position ot automobile insurance 
cases. He contended that at present 
four years are required before such 
suits are reached on the calendar. 

His views were supported by Sen- 
ators Conroy ot Fall River, Sullivan 
of Worcester, Davenport of Green- 
field and Miles of Brockton. 

Senators Hurley of Holyoke and 
Wragg of Needham opposed substi- 
tution. The former said there are no 
facililios in the District Courts for 
handling jury cases. 

Senator Casey said he was keeping 
a record of what "was going on and 
how the members were voting." 
After prorogation, he said, he would 
give a series of radio talks and tell 
the people of those "who stood on the 
side of the poor and distressed and 
those who listened to the lash of the 
invisible Government." 



Langone Aspiration 

"I expect to be a candidate for the 
United States Senate," Senator Lan- 
gone of Boston announced during a 
debate on a motion to postpone until 
tomorrow consideration of eight ad- 
verse committee reports on bills for 
tho election by the people of mem- 
bers of the State Public Utilities Com- 
mission. Senator Langone had peti- 
tioned for one of these measures. 

Urging postponement Senator Lan- 
gone said that tomorrow the Senate 
would also have before it the bill 
already pa.ssed by the House pro- 
viding for the election by the Legis- 
lature of the five members of the 
Public Utilities Commission.

Burke Asks Legislators to Re- 
, ject Repeal of Part 
I Of Statute 



Judge Frank J. Burke of Roxbury, 
recently appointed by Gov, Curley to the 
bench of the Boston munl«rtpal court, 
urged the legislative committee on state 
admintstration yesterday to reject the 
pending petition for the repeal of the 
section of the new pari-mutuel betting 
statute authorizing dog races.

The specificaUons, sensational in na- 
ture, -Rere delivered to Barnes just tie- 
fore noon today.

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HOUSE PASSES 
t BUDGET BILL 

Fixes $58,963,750 as Total, 

S151,295 More Than 

Committee Asked 

The Hou.^e yesterday passed to be 
engrossed the general appropriations 
bill, after adding $151,295 to the meas- 
ure over the protests of Representative, 
Albert P. Blgclow of Brookllne, chair- 1 
man of the House wavs and means I 
committee. It will go to the Senate 
tomorrow for concurrent action. 

The amended bill now calls for a 
total appropriation of $58,963,750 as 
compared to $58.8I2;455 as recom- 
mended by the ways and means com- 
mittee. However, it ts still more than 
$2,000,000 under the budget recom- 
mendations of Cny CUii'-lov which called 
for appropriations of $61,149,530. Some 
of the Governor's recommendations 
were eliminated from the budget pend- 
ing legislation action of measures 
affected. 

Although members of the House were 
not as willing to increase the bill yes- 
terday as they were last week, they 
restored an appropriation of $13,000 to 
provide for the construction of an iron 
fence around the Boston state hospital 
and also approved additional funds for 
the department of corporations and 
taxation to create a position there for 
J. Dolan Hathaway of Fall River, who 
recently resigned after serving two 
months in the House. 

The motion to increase the appropri- 
ation of the department of corpora- 
tions and taxation from $437,000 to 
$439,000 was made by Representative 
Edward . J. Kellcy of Worcester, the 
Democratic floor leader, who frankly 
told his colleagues the appropriation 
was being increased "to fake care of a 
former brother." 

The House later reconsidered Its 
action when Representative Blgelow 
pointed out that this appropriation, as 
voted, '"really provided a salary of 
$4000.'' as only six months remain to 
the fiscal year, but Kelly changed his 
amendment and the matter was 
straightened out to provide $1000 for 
the remaining six months and $2000 a 
year thereafter.

While the prevention of further pollution of the Merrimack 
river is generally agreed to be desirable, there are differences 
of opinion as to the wisdom of constructing a trunk sewer 
from Lowell to the sea as has been proposed in the project 
which GoxernoiijClurley favors. 

Some experts are of the opinion that while such a sewer 
would clear the valley, a tremendous amount of waste and refuse 
would be deposited at the mouth of the river. That conceiv- 
ably might CMistitute a serious nuisance, if not a grave danger, 
to coramunitnjB along the shore. From the scientific view- 
point there are good arguments for the theory that sewage 
disposaJ plants in the valley communities arc the best solution 
of the problem. 

Communities along the lower reaches of the river between 
Haverhill and the sea know from experience that refuse which 
has gone downstream comes back again to some extent with 
the inflow of the tide. It is not clear that a trunk sewer would 
prevent that condition entireh'. 

The obstacle to the establishment of sewage disposal plants j 
has been the heavy cost. But if federal funds are to be used j 
for the improvement of the Merrimack valley, part of the ; 
money might be used to construct such plants. One expert 
points out that if the trunk line sewer in the river bed is con- 
structed, there will still bie the problem of local connections. 
Everybody in this region wants to see the valley and the 
river improved. The only question, aside from expense, is as 
to the best methods of doing it.

Lord Mayor Byrne pointed out the 
unfavorable position of Ireland in the 
trade balance with thi.s country and

"We purchase about 2,000,000 pounds 
worth of American goods yearly as com- 
pared with 122,000 pounds worth of 
Irish goods bought by this country " he 
said. "We do not wish to try to force 
upon you goods which you already pro- 
duce here but we do want to trade 
with you in tweed.s, woolens, linens 
whiskey, beer and other things wc pro- 
duce in our country. We ask only re- 
ciprocity."

Atty.-Gcn. Dever pointed out that 
Ireland was the only country, besides 
Finland, which has paid Its obligations 
to the United States, adding, "We 
should recognize Ireland's honesty and 
character by trading with her."

The only public dissenter has been 
State Senator Jcsepli A. Langone, Jr., 
North end Democrat, characterized by 
his associates as the Hucy Long of the 
Legislature. Langone told his senatorial 
associates yesterday that "I expect to 
h^ a candidate for United States sena- 
tor," 

Over the wcek.end Demncratio poli- 
ticians were disposed to avoid engaging 
in any public controversy over the Gov- 
ernor's p!-opos«I to name Lt.-Gov. Hur- 
ley as his succes.'ior, but off the record 
thcv protested that he Is engaged In 
trying to do that for which he roundly 
berated former Gov.

SOUNDS WARNING 

Denies Conference at His 

Home For Uniting of 

Track Interests 



B.y Telegram State House Reporter 

BOSTON, March 25.— -A note of 
warning: on horse racing in Massa- 
chusetts -wa« sounded by Governor 
Curley today when he announced 
that he would confer with the Mas- 
sachusetts Racing commission eith- 
er tomorrow or Wednesday. 

It was indicated by the Governor, 
In a rather brief statement, that 
unless a license — or licensco- -are 
granted eoon, it will be too late to 
construct a track for operating in 
1935. 

The object of the conference with 
the racing commission will be to 
"expedite" the granting of licenses, 
the Governor said. While he was 
making this announcement he de- 
nied a report that he had met with 
racing interests in a conference 
whose object was to unite all In- 
terests on one track, probably at 
Nonvood. 

Denies Parley at Home 

Tt had been reported that such r. 
conference took place at the Gov- 
ernor's home, but he denied it. 

The racing commission tomor- 
row continues consideration of 
revocation of dog permits already 
granted, and has been taking it 
leisurely in view of a virtual order 
by the Governor's council that the 
permits be suspended. 

In the meantime today those fa- 
voring dog racing were trying to 
convince the committee on state 
administration that it should not 
report a bill for its repeal. William 
v. Gormcly, counsel for the Maesa- 
chuectts Greyhound Breeders' as- 
sociation, argued against dog rac- 
ing repeal. 

Reprnaento 20,000 Musicians 
Judge Frank Burke of Medford 
asserted that he represented 20,000 
"starving musicians" who would 
have work If dog traoka were op- 
erated. He recorded the American 
Federation of Labor In favor of

Governor Denies Report 

Governor Curlev ye.stf-nlay announced 
that he will confer with the .State Kac- 
ing Commission members today or to- 
morrow with reference to action re- 
garding the licensing of a horse racniR 
track.

STATE HOUSE, Boston, March 
26. — Every member of the Hou.sc 
received a facsimile telegram Mon- 
day from President Bcginald W. 
Bird of the Mavssaehusetts Federa- 
tion of Taxpayers' Aiisociations, 
Inc., wnming: them that the tax- 
payers of the State "have reached 
their limit," and warning that their 
votes on items in the budget were 
being watched. 



The telegram spoke particularly 
about voter, on the Cnpe Cod Nation- 
al Guard camp bill, that for buying 
State forest land, and that lo advcr- 
ti^ie recreational facilltie.? of the 
State.

A.S passed in the Hou.se, the bud- 
get calls for total appropriations of 
$R2.470.274.11, a.s compared with the 
ways and means budget of $62,318,- 
979,11, and as against Gov. Curley's 
recommendations totaling $61,149,.530. 

There is no provision for 'he $60.-

Tiie House refused to include the

Rules Receives Statement 

From William C. BeU 

March 26, 1935: On behalf 
of the Lawrence Gas and Elec- 
tric Company, the following 
statement was submitted to 
the Legislative Committee on 
Rules today by Vice-President 
William C. Bell:

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HEAR OPPOSITION 
TO RACING APPEAL 



Arguments Made That 
Unemployed Musicians 
j a n d Builders Would 
f Benefit. 



Boston, March 26— (A.P.)— Those 
who oppose repeal of Massachusetts' 
horse and dog racing law argue that 
unemployed musicians and building 
trade woricers would benefit by the 
construction of horse and dog traclcs. 
The legislative Committee on 
State Administration, which ■ last 
week heard various siwkc.smen favor 
the proposed rejjeal legislation, is 
now hearing the opposition. 

The first opposing witness cftnre 
before the committee yesterday. 
Other opponents of the repeal pro- 
pasal will be heard tomorrow. 

Attorney William V. Gormley of 
Boston, told the committee that 
prospective dog traclc promoters have 
invested about $15,000 in racing dogs. 
He said the canines were worth from 
$350 to $1,200 each and argued that 
they certainly would not be mistreat- 
ed—as wa^ claimed by spokesmen 
favoring repeal of the race law. 

It was Judge Frank J. Burke of 
Boston, who said that both unem- 
ployed musicians and building trade 
workers would be aided by the con- 
struction of dog tracks in Massachu- 
setts this year. Judge Burke sold he 
represented 20,000 unemployed musl- 
; clans as well as the American Ped- 
' eration of Labor. 

Meanwhile, the State Racing Com- 
mission is holding up all five of the 
dog track permits It issued before the 
Executive Council recommended re- 
vocation of all the licenses. 

State House gof^'sip had it that 
Melhuen and Dighton licenses would 
be ro-i.ssued and that permission 
would be given for the racing com- 
mission shortly to urge the Issuance 
of a horse racing permit, the loca- , 
I tion not being disclosed. 
' Contractors have notified .state 
.ofllciats and pro.spective horse track 
promoters that it would be impa''«tile 
tfisiait racing on. June 17, the pro- 
poi-cd opening- date, if construction 
begins later than 'April 1.

CLOSED DOOR SHOULD BE 
/ OPEN TO POLICE 

Wisaoni of the rnceiil demand of 
Gov James M. Curjey th^t places 
of as,semb!y be available for entry 
by the police at all times is em- 
phasized repeatedly as sangsteris 
and other undesirables carry on in 
the night clubs and roadhouses. The 
record of robberies, pang fights, 
punimeling of innocent victims and 
even of murders in places where the 
doors are supposed to be closed to 
the police is something appalling. 
Po.ssibIy the murder in a South Bos- 
ton night club, which was the im- 
mediate occasion of Gov Curley's 
stand, has served to call attention 
to what is going on, but in all 
probability the situation ha.s actual- 
ly been reaching a Jioint where ^ac- 
tion is impeiative. " | 

Protection of property and of hu- 
man life will fail in a very vital 
point so long as desperate charac- 
ters are allowed to congregate be- 
hind closed doors and plot agaSnst 
the rest of the population. Not 
content with victimizing the luck- 
less patrons who unknowingly get 
into these der.s of crime, the gang- 
sters use their dives as headquar 
ters for operating at large. The 
clubs, whether licensed or illicit, are 
a distinct mciuice to any community 
once the vicious element gets con- 
trol. Legitimate clubs operated by 
citizens fi.r sociability and mutual 
advantage .still have a place in the 
community and there can be no ob- 
jection to licensing such clubs, if 
licenses are 's-anted. 

With the type of night club wlieil 
the policy of the dosed door i,« 
made to co\er the manipulations of 



violators of the law there is an en- 
tirely different condition. Crime is 
fostered under conditions which 
make it difficult for the police to 
know what is going on or to secure 
a conviction following an arrest. 
Protection is given the criminal 
against the just demands of society 
for his punishment. It would seem i 
a wise move to reduce the numbers 1 
of licensed clubs strictly to those 
of recognized standing as clubs and I 
to require all others to change to 
the tavern type of license. There can 
be no harm in bringing the whole 
busines."! into the light of day where 
the police will have a chance. 



A striking example of the condi- 
tions in the new type of club is 
found in the fire in the Rendezvous 
club in Chicago Sunday morning, 
when six persons were burned to 
death and 34 injured when trapped 
by fire. Investigations has shown 
that the men and women in the club 
were unable to get out because the 
door, which swung inward, was held 
secure by a spring lock and was 
80 heavy that it resisted all pres- , 
ij sure against it. So much for the | 
i closed door policy. With such a i 
j calamity it would seem imperative j 
^ demand that the clubs and road- 
Kftuses be equipped for the protec- 
tion of those within and to safe- 
guard the public from whatever may 
be plotted by gangs assembling be- 
hind the closed door.

BOSTON, March 25. — Pushing the general appropriation 
figure $151,295 above the amount recommended by the ways and 
means committee in its report on Governor Curley's budget, the 
House passed the bill and sent it to the Senate.

today, calls for a total appropria- 
tion of $58,963,750 in comparison 
with ?58,812,455 recommended by 
the ways and means committee. 
The budget submitted by Govern- 
or Curley calls for $61,000,000, but 
about $3,000,000 of that is repre- 
sented by pending legislation. 

Before the House took up the 
budget, every member received a 
telegram signed by Reginald W. 
Bird, president of the Massachu- 
sette Federation of Taxpayers as- 
sociations, Inc., in which he 
warned "bluntly that the taxpayers 
I have reached the limit" of their 
! endurance and call for co-opera- 
tion in reducing every expenditure 
not essential to efficient govern- 
ment. 

"Taken Care Of" 

All the boost was not accom- 
pli.9hed today. Some of it was d ne 
Friday, but there were eeveral 
items which came in for kiting to- 
day, including one to take "care 
of a legislative brother" at an an- 
nual salary of $2000 a year. The 
amendment was proposed by Rep. 
Edward J. Kellcy of Worcester and 
the "brother" was identified by 
another member as J. Dolan Hath- 
away of Fall River, recently un- 
seated by the Legislature in 'a con- 
tested election. The elections com- 
mitteec reported fraud in the elec- 
tion, but not on Hathaway's part.

Edward J. Kelley of Worcester 
said the post is necessary to 
protect the state's interest in 
Washington and the Bigelow 
amendment was killed. This left 
the appropriation at $60,760. Rep. 
Bigelow had asked that it be cut 
to $57,360. The difference repre- 
sents the "ambassador's" pay. 

(The "amba.ssador'e" job is to go 
to Washington to see that Massa- 
chueetts gets its full share of 
federal money and otherwise to 
protect the stale'a interests.)

In arguing for Increased appro- 
priation.s before the House today. 
Rep. Kelley, Democratic floor lead- 
er, did not press for passage of a 
$100,000 item to advertise the state's 
recreational facilities nor for $60,- 
000 to buy land on Cape Cod for a 
■ National Guard training camp site. 
The National Guard bill has been 
reported favorably by the military 
affairs committee, hut the ways and 
means group has not reported on it. 
The telegram from Mr. Bird 
read: 

"We strongly urge you to consid- 
er carefully your vote on many of 
the item.s included in the general 
appropriation.^ bill which you will 
hear read for the third time today.

Editor, The Qazotte: — 

The M.-issaohusetts State Fhar- 
maceuHcal Association is opposed 
to TTouso Bin 352, the so-called 
T.'niform Narootio Act, because 
this proposed bill does not con- 
tain uniform pnrcotic . legislation. 

Tn every state where a. bill was 
iJropos-ed as purporting to be- a 
uniform narcotjc act, changes 
were made so that today there is 
no uniforniife' In the various state 
narcotic laws. 

We are opposed to House Bill 
352 liecau.'e it is not an Improve- 
ment tipon the present Mas-sachu- 
setts laws.. In fact, In many ip- 
stance.s the present narcotic laws 
in Massachusctt.s are superior to 
the proposed bill. There Is al- 
ways a great danger in tampering 
with laws thiit have stood the tept 
of time, found to be without so- 
called .iokers and which have come 
to be fully understood and appre- 
ciated by thohC required to com- 
ply with their terms. 

The purpose of House Bill 353, 
namely a tightenlup: of the nar- 
cotic laws will not be accomplifili- 
ed by it.'? enactment into law. The 
principal contention of the pro- 
ponents of the bill i« that its 
enactment !« necessary fn order to 
more etringently prevent the ille- 
gal sale of narcolics. As a matter 
of fact, the real difficulty in that 
the Federal Government has not 
fuU-hcnvtedly attempted to en- 
force the existing laws by em- 
ploying a sufficient number of en- 
forcing agent..} and officers. Chang- 
ing the laws in the several states 
of the country to bring about a 
uniformity in the laws will not 
■accomplish the nurpose sought by 
the Federal Government. The 
real menace Is the dope pndler 
and the ymvjigler. The druggist 
gives but llltle concern to those 
interested In eliminating the drug 
evil. The only way the dope ped- 
ier and dope cmuggler can bo 
iVevenled from his illicit traffick- 
ing In drug.i is by a sutticientU 
large force of narrotic agents. Th* 
Federnl government refuses to ap- 
propriate sufficient money to en- 
large this necessary service. ' It 
is sham to pretend to bo Interest- 
ed In the apprehending of dopo 
pediers .lo-called when the Federal 
(iovernment takes no steps to pre- 
vent their exislonce.

THERE IS a bill before the Legls- 
Jaturc— It has actually passed I'.io 
House — which has attracted none of the 
attention and criticism it deserves. We 
refer to the bill making the Coramls- 
Bioners of Public 'Utilities subject to 
popular election. To do thi.s would be 
to make a mistake as great as to make 
all our judges elective. The duties t-f 
the Commissioners are quasi- judicial; 
their offices should be kept as far as 
possible from the demoralizing influ- 
ences of practical politics. Of course 
appointment by the Governor docs not 
protect them abso!utely"from these in- 
fluences, for governors may. It they 
choose, play politics unabashed with 
such appointments. But by no means 
all governors are willing to do that, 
whereas as .soon as the Commissioners 
are made elective they become thorough 
politicians themselves, scheming for 
nomination or renomination, and they 
are likely to forget the judicial char- 
acter of their duties in the desire to 
do that -which will attract the support 
of influential politicians or the votes 
of a careless electorate.
